St, Peter sburg -«- Tsar Ivan of Russia made the long-expected declaration of war 
between Russia and Germany. After the official declaration he lifted his' hands to 
silence the cheers of the crowd and said, "Believe me, this is not a happy occasion* 
War must be met with lasting determination and not fleeting cheers. War is a solemn 
and atrocious result of Man's inability to revere the rights of others. I have no 
desire to send Russian sons to their deaths but we have known for quite some time 
that our hopes for peace were dim. The Germans insist on disregarding our rights 
so we must insist on German surrender. 1 only hope that I will see peace restored 
to the Russian people in my lifetime." 

Then the s eventy-f our year-old Tsar asked 
for the renewed strength of the Russian people and left St. Petersburg with Count 
Alexis Trubloff , his chief advisor, to review troops in Warsaw.
